London, April 12--A news agency 
this afternoon publishes a despatch 
from ‘Capetown confirming the des- 
patch on the same subject cabled to 
the Associated press yesterday,which 
says that General De Wet is distract- 
ed by the hopelessness of his cause, 
and that he can truthfully be deserib- 
ea as insane. 

He goes in fear of his life amidst 
his own troops and keeps himself 
surrounded night and day by a body 
of chosen adherents. But from his 
own ranks voices ere now more 
frequently Beard calling for peace. 

London, April 12.—The British war 
office has issued the following special 
order regarding surrenders on the 
field: 

“Any officer or soldier, who, whes 
in the presence of the ememy dis- 
plays a whilte flag, or other token of 
surrender, will be tried by general 
court martial.”
